The applicants made no move to 
have the ordinance finally passed and 
now the Council does not intend to 
leave the matter aa a legacy to ita 
successor so it haa decided to take it up 
next Monday night. 


It is known that the ordinance will 
be finally beaten, but this r<«ult is 
desired because another company is on 
the ecene which is prepared to offer the 
city better terms and which will un- 
doubtedly carry out its purpose and 
inaugurate a competing system. 


Should the Council consider a sec- 
ond application for a francisc while 
the first on'e is pending, a lawsuit 
would probably result 
and

avoid such a complication that the 
present action has been taken.

MANY IMPORTANT BILLS. 


Ellis of much general Importance 


continue to pour in and in the Senate 
today a number of notable measures 
were presented. One by Androus makes 
a sweeping change as regards the care 
of the insane. It 'provides that all the 
asylums and ail the demented of the 
State shall be under the control of a 
commission of five, consisting of the 
Governor, Attorney-General, Secretary 
of State, Secretary of the State Board 
of Health and'a reputable physician to 
be appointed by the Governor. 


Examinations are to be made twice a 


year of all the asylums and detailed 
provision Is made for the care of the 
inmates. One clause provides that In- 
sane patients may correspond with the 
Judge and District Attorney of the 
county from -which they were commit- 
! ted Boards of Supervisors are direct- 


I ed to provide In each Jail a special room 


I for the care of the insane and those 


heW there shall remain not less than 
one nor moie than fifteen days. No 
pay patient of a State asylum must be 
taxed more than $10 per week. 


In this connection it may be men- 


tioned that the various county author- 
ities are joining the sheriffs in their 
fight to have defeated the bill giving 
to asylum 'trustees the charge and 
transportaton of patients from the mo- 
ment of commitment. They say that it 
will be incom enient to have to core 
for insane prisoners while waiting for 
an asylum guard to come down and 
take charge, whereas at present a pa- 
tient committed in the morning Is gen- 
erally started for the asylum on the 
evening train. 


Sc-nator Dickinson wants to give the
